The first of these dis- 
advantages has been a definite increase in 
the cost of living, which has been felt most 
quickly by the poorer classes of citizens. 
They have gained a slight relief from the 
reduced tagation of tea and sugar, but 
an entirely pdisproportionate burden has 
been added to their slender budgets by 
the new duties on boots and clothing and 
furniture. A further disadvantage of these 
duties is the administrative nuisance of 
which not only English and foreign, 
visitors, but all classes of our people— 
manufacturers, merchants and private 
citizens—are making bitter complaint.

Fascism at Bay. 


Much alarm has been caused in Italy 
by the sudden fall of the lira. After 
about two years’ comparative stability 
Italian currency began ‘to fall last 
week, and one day it tumbled down 
nearly ten points. The downward 
movement for the present seems to have 
been checked, but confidence has been 
shaken badly, and there is a widespread 
fear that the lira may depreciate still 
further. It is impossible to attribute 
this development to any. particular 
cause; but the fall in the value 
of the lire is due, in part, at 
any rate, to the growing behef that the 
day of the Fascisti, and more particularly 
of their leader; Signor Mussolini, is draw- 
ing to an overdue close. Outwardly Italy 
1s peaceful. People are working; there is 
little unemployment and the country has | 
a general air of prosperity. Beneath the’ 
surface, however, there is a bitter resent- 
ment, which dare not be expressed, of the | 
tyranny that is mesquerading under the 
name of government, Since the murder of 
the Socialist deputy, Matteotti, the 
Fascisti bave abandoned all pretence of 
démocracy. Recently a decree was 
promulgated giving ‘the Government 
power to dismiss any civil servant 
whose . views might happen to be 
contrary to those of the ruling clique. 
Gradually, but surely, every non-Fascist. 
(and there are many) ‘is being elbowed out 
of the public’ service. The Fascisti are 
consolidating their position throughout the 
country by the simple process of getting rid 
of ajl their opponents, and the fact that 
Parliamentary government has ceased’ to 
exist im Italy prevents the people from 
making any constitutional protest. Signor 
Mussolini is doing precisely what he 
chooses to do. The law, if there be a law, 
does not worry him. Some weeks 
ago three university professors had 
the temerity to lay a wreath ‘at 
the foot: of Garibaldis statue in 
Florence om the anniversary of the 
Matteotti murder. They were arrested 
without ceremony and kept for three days 
in prison, On the other hand, bands. of 
Fascisti parade the streets singing songs 
in glorification of Matteotti’s assassin, 
and nobody interferes with them in any 
way. Italy to-day is being ruled in a way 
that would have put the despots of the 
Middle Ages to shame. The Fascist system 
respects no institution that is not of its 
own creation or does not suit its immediate 
purpose. It tolerates the King and main- 


tains courteous relations with the Vatican | 


purely for its own ends. Behind all this 
show of constitutionalism, however, lies 
the grim reality of destruction. Fascism 
is the apotheosis of force in its ernest 
and most blatant form. It carries. the 
germé of disaster in its being, and, sooner 
or later, Italy will overthrow it, as she 
overthrew the Austrian yoke more ‘than 
fifty years ago. Until Fascism has been 
discarded the Italian people cannot hope 
to enjoy that stability which they have 
earned so well. Their currency never will 
be sound while they continue to be 
governed by a man who laughs at the law 
and sets Italy's proudest traditions at 
defiance. 


Slow Motion. 


The French have a distinctive way of 
doing everything, from the writing of an 
opera to the making of an omelette. Now 
they have discovered a novel way of going 
on strike and an equally novel ‘method 
of strike-breaking. About a week ago the 
employés in the motor omnibys and tram- 
way services of Paris declared what they 
termed a gréve perlée, The idea was not 
to cease work, but to comply so strictly 
with the letter of the law in their daily 
tasks that transport in the city would 
become a farce. Everything, in consé- 
quence, was ‘‘ slowed down,’’ rather on the 
model of the slow motion ciftematograph. 
Drivers crawled along at the minimum 
rate of speed, pledging themselves not to 
pass one another in the street. Conductors 
issued tickets as lazily as possible, with the 
result that the whole street traffic of the 
most speedy city in the world was reduced 
to a condition of chaos. The strike is

The love of 
adventure continues to be one of the 
most marked» characteristics of our 
tace, and it is refreshing in an age of 
mechanical, monotony to find. that the old 
spirit which made Irishmen pioneers 
throughout the world is not dead. The 
little Saoirse has added to the fame-of [re- 
land in a score of ports from Recife to 
Auckland and back again. She has shown 
the Free State flag—which, incidentally, 
is ‘still without international recognition--- 
wherever she has gone. The last stage of 
Mr. O’Brien’s voyage has all the elements 
of a thrilling schoolboys’ tale. Stricken 
with sun-blindness, and with an ailing 
Tongan as his sole companion, he was 
forced to sail the weary miles between 
Pernambuco and the Azores under condi- 
tions of extreme hardship; but he per- 
severed and reached Horta safely, although 
he was unable to distinguish the buoys at 
the harbour’s mouth. A worthy welcome 
awaited the brave adventurer at Kingstown. 
and those who have been following his 
wanderings with keen interest in every 
country which he visited will join with us 
in congratulating him heartily on his safe 
return to his home port. 


OBITUARY. 


DR. E. J. M‘'WEENEY. 

We announce with regret the death, at fhe 
age of 61, of Dr. Edmond J. McWeeney, 
Professor of Pathology and Bacteriology in 
University College, Lublin, who passed away 
last Saturday moining, atter a lony and trying 
illness. 

The eldest son of the late Mr. Theophilus 
McWeeney, at one time a prominent figure in 
Irish journalism, Professor McWeeney was 
born in Dublin in March, He was 
educated at the Catholic University School, 
and subsequently at the College de St. Bertin, 
St.. Omer.. In the Royal University of Ire- 
land he won one of the first University 
scholarships in modern languages. At Uni- 
versity College, Dublin, in 1884, he obtained 
first. class honours at, fhe B.A. degree ex- 

nation, being one of the first group of 
iene of that University whose academic 
career had begun with its foundations. In 
the same year, at the age of 21, he won the 
University Studentship in modern lan uages. 
Having graduated in Arts, he gave undivided 
attention to his medical studies. In 1887 he 
received the honours degrees of M.B., M.Ch,, 
and M.A.0., and in the same year the M.A. 
de ree. 

nteting the University of Vienna in 1888, 
he made a special study of pathology, and in 
the following gear went to Berlin, where he 
studied bacteriology under Koch. 

Dr. McWeeney then. returned to Dublin, 
where he took the M.D. degree in 1801, and 
three years later won the first Medical 
Studentship of the Royal University. 

From 1891: to the present year Dr. 
McWeeney was at the head of the depart- 
ment of Pathology and Bacteriology at the 
Medical School.of University Call A tire- 
less worker, he was familiar with i cientific 
literature of the Continental medical centres, 
and his contributions to medical literature 
were numerous. : 

Among the public. positions which Profes- 
sor cWeeney held were those of 
Bacteriologist to the Local Government 
Board, Crown Analyst.in Ireland, Pathologist 
to the Mater Misericordix Hospital and. to 
the Coombe and the National Lying-In 
Hospitals.

gra of: Surgeons in Ireland, the D.P.H. 

of the Royal College of Surgeons, the Fellow- 
ship. of ye Academy of Medicine, and of 
several other medical societies.

THE CAUSES OF 


THE TROUBLE. 


N view of the fact that there are one 
| hundred Irish missionaries in China, the 
grave situation which has arisen there will 
be watched in this country with particular 
interest, not unmixed, perhaps, with a 
little anxiety. 

We have been able to secure a statement 
on the situation by one who has been in 
close contact with the missionary move- 
ment in China for many years and is now 
on a visit to Ireland from Changsha, in 
the province of Hunan (Central China). 


The visitor is the Rev. Charles D. Little, | 


of the Wesleyan Mission. 

Mr. Little declares that, in his opinion,

| THE FIRST RIOTS. . 

The present trouble, Mr. Little informed 
our representative,. began on May 15, when, 
in a Japanese mill, first a Japanese managor 
and later a Chinese employé were killed. 
Immediaiely afterwards demonstrations began 
by students, who took over the cause of the 
emplovés. Some of them were arrested by 
the polce. Outside the police station to 
which they were removed there was a large 
hostilé demonstration by the students, who 
refased to obey an order to disperse. 

There were cmes of ** Kill tut and it 
Seemed as if an. effort would be made to 
overpower the police and rescue the prisovers. 
T'nsuccessful in their attempts to disperse 
the crowd, the police, after due warning, 
obeyed an order to fire, causing casualties— 
six reported as killed and twenty-one 
wounded. I 

ANTI-BRITISH DEMONSTRATIONS, 

This affray on May Oth, our informant 
declared, was the signal for the propagation 
of indignation and snti-foreiguism all over 
China. The hatred of the student body had 
weviously been ‘confined to the Japanese. 
hey now -became equally anti-British. ‘The 
second: riot broke out at 'a piece called Chin- 
kjang, where the British Consul had to appeal 
for gunboat protection, se has since happened 
in Canton, Chung King:and Swatow. 

A more serious outbreak occurred on June 
lith at Hankow—about 595 miles up the 
Yaugize—where the Chinese mob, broke into 
the British concessions, destroyed the seats 
along the river front, and then made a con- 
centrated attack upon the armoury. The 
defenders of the armoury—naval men and 
volunteers—were completely outnumbered. 
They tried first to disperse the crowd by the 
hose-pipes of the fire engines. This failmg to 
have anv effect, a. volley of blank shots was 
fired, bat still the crowd would not give 
wa . 
fhe situation then assumed such an ugly 
aspect that the naval officer commanding the 
defenders was compelled to open fire on the 
attackers with a Maxim gun—result, two 
killed and fourteen wounded. 

CONSULATES BURNED. 

The next riot was at Kinkiang, 150 miles 
helow Hankow. Both the British and 
Japanese Consulates were attacked and 
burned. as were also a Japanese bank and 
ether foreign property. 

Kinkiongr is the ‘landing peint for. the 
largest hill station, or hill resort, in China, 
having resemblance to Simla in India. — The 
safety of, the 600 foreign women and children, 
including the two foreign schools there, has 
now, however, been assured by the ‘despatch 
eá some hundreds of Chinese soldiers by the 
Gavernor of the province. 

Orders prohibiting further student pro- 
paganda avd processions have been issued by 
the Governors of Hupeh (Hankow area), 
Hunan and Chekiang, bee, except in these 
places, Mr. Little says ‘‘ practically nothin 
38 being done by the Chinese Governors an 
their officials to stay this rising tide of student 
pro anda, which is strongly anti-foreign 
ind chiefly directed now against Britain.” 

The Chinese race, as a whole, he mentions, 
has had, since the ‘Twenty-one Demands ” 
of 1915, a deep-rooted hostility to Japan, and 
has always regarded Britain with some dis- 
favour as Japan’s former ally, though not in 
regard to these ' Demands.” 

THE CAUSES. 

Akked to explain the causes of the present 
trouble, Mr. Little replied that, perhaps, the 
chief cause of the eruption was China's lopg- 
cherished and once justifiable. animosity 
towards: Japan, me with the chaos and 
corruption which’ | ' been disintegrating 
Chine increasingly since the close of the Great 
War.

great religious reformation to accompany its 
intellectual re-birth. China had been loosed | 
and had drifted from her old religious moor- 
ings. Every ethical and religious tradition 
and section, no matter bow ancient or august, 
was being critically challenged. Much that | 
was invaluable to the old China had been 
scrapped by hot-headed voung China as 
worthless before anythiúg had been accepted 
that would take its place. Even free love had 
iis. advocates. 

FINDING A SCAPEGOAT. 

“Conscious of the Government's desperate 
financial straits,' Mr. Little went ‘on, “ and

sked if economic, or industrial conditions 
were as bad as has been represented by the 
British Labour Party, he replied that the 
industrial aspect of the question, in view of 
the larger issue, was cOmparatively “‘a mere 
bagatelle’’—the opening pawn in the Communist 
game that was now being played. The iesue is 
essentially political and racial, not industrial, 
Its font is. Communism, and it is, therefore, 
anti-foreign and anti-Christian, Everyone— 
especially the missionaries—deplored the fact 
that economic conditions were extremely bad 
all over Chine. The working conditions in the 
Shanghai mills were such as, would not be 
allowed in Western countries, yet, in face of 
competition, were better than in other mills 
under purely Chinese management in many 
parts of China. 

Mr. Little here mentioned that the National 
Missionary Council in Shanghai had secu 
the establishment. oí a commission of in- 
vestigation, which had recommended certain 
reforms. These recommendations would form 
the subject of legislation. The delayed ratifi- 
cation of that proposed legislation had not | 
made any essential difference. Political agita- 
tions aud outbreaks in China had been grow- 
ing steadily worse for the past two years, and 
few, if any, foreigners in China were entirely 
surprised by the recent outbreaks 

MISGUIDED NATIONALISM. 

Asked to account for the rapidity with 
which the movement had spread, Mr. Little 
replied that that was, in the main, attribut- 
able to the great solidarity of the Chinese, a 
strong spirit of misguided nationalism, con- 
siderable powers of organisation, and a 
vicious campaign of gross mendacity. A pro- 
found source of regret was the fact that the 
Chinese leaders were now intractable. Thus 
the question of a settlement was ‘‘a matter 
of extreme concern to all the foreign Powers.” 
‘Any further outbreaks in China,” he de- 
clared, “ may lead to internationa] complica- 
tions of very serious import,”’ 

With regard to the position of the mis- 
sionaries in Chima, Mr. Little said that he had 
, just received two letters reporting cabled news 
that those in Hankow were “all in safety,” 
as also those in the China Inland Mission, 

CRITICAL SITUATION. 

Asked if there was much fear of further 
outbreaks, he said that it was impossible to 
prophesy. Anything might happen, but the 
outlook at the moment was “ critica!, if not 
desperate.’ It was unlikely that Chang Tso- 
lin—formerly a mere uneducated bandit, 
although a successful general now—would 
table to cope with the situation, the handling 
of which required Napoleonic skill and a 
stronger backing from the people. He was 
wite convinced that the policy of oorners 
“hang Tso-lin in his efforte to. re-establi 
order was the proper one for the foreign 
Powers to pursue—for China s good, not less 
than their own.

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MR. CHAMBERLAIN’S 
SPEECH. 


RECEPTION AT PEKING.

Mr. Chamberlain's speech in Parliament, of 

which a verbatim report has been received, 
has made a good impression Lere, and the 
ordinary foreign remark on it is that it is 
highly conciliatory. One native newspaper, 
notoriously . anti-toreign, performed the re- 
markable feat of making a good translation 
on the night of the arrival] of the h, 
and reproducing the complete text next 
morning, with the single comment—‘* Now 
is the time to declare war on KnÉland, '' being 
the usual Oriental inference that any desire 
to propitiate indicates weakness. 
, It has caused some surprise that Mr. 
Chamberlain dwelt so much on the Labour 
conditions, presumally meaning labour in 
foreign-owned mills. No such questions 
exist here. The Japanese mills at Shanghai 
where the present trouble arose, are managed 
with extreme consideration for the Chinese 
employés, who have no ground for ¢om- 
plaint, and are infinitely better off than 
workers in Chinese mills in the same neigh- 
bourhood. In fact, its safe to say that in 
all foreign mills and faciories throughout the 
country. Jabour conditions are, beyond all 
comparison, superior to those under Chinese 
management. 

It is noticeable, in regard to the present 
strikes at Shanghai, that none of the workers 
asked for better conditions. Their object is 
purely political. 

The part of Mr. Chamberlain's speech 
which appeals most. to the British out here 
is that wherein he promises to protect the 
life and property of British subjects, and to 
hold the Chinese Government responsible for 
‘any damage, without weakness, hesitation, or 
dou As regards protection.-at present it 
is, quite inadequate; for there are not 
sufficient British ships on the Chinese coast 
to go round. No doubt, the Japanese Navy 
would come to British assistance in a grave 
emergency, but the universal opinion of 
British residents is that we should not be 
dependent on others when we are well abie 
ourselves to provide naval reinforcements. 

At Shanghai the situation shows no im- 
provement, while a similar situation is fast 
developing at Hong Kong. The trade of both 
places is practically suspended, which means 
that the foreign coninierce of the Yangtsze 
basin ‘waterways and in Kwangtung and its 
hinterland is at a stand-still. Consequently 
the Customs revenue, which is the prime 
security of the debt of China, is not bein

YACHT TO COME UP

N June 20th, 1923, at 4.20 p.m., Mr. 
Conor O'Brien set sail írom Kinge- | 
town Harbour on a voyage round the. 
world. Last Saturday, precisely two years 
after his departure, the little. Saoirse 
pushed her nose around the head of that 
same harbour at the very moment when 
the clock of Kingstown Town Hall was 
striking half-past four. 
TAKEN IN TOW. | 

The Saoirse’ arrived in Wicklow Harbour 
lact Friday night, and set off for Kingstown 
at the turn of the tide—about 4 o'clock on 
Saturday morning. When she reached Killiney 
Bay, however, there was a fresh head wind 
dead against her, as well as a strongly 
running tide, and Mr. O’Brien was forced to 
drop anchor and stow his sails. 

A motor launch, lent by Mr. J. E. Mills, 
and navigated by Mr. T. Casement, went down 
the Bay in search of her, and, having been 
told by Mr. O’Brien that the Saoirse could 
not reach Kingstown to time under her own 
sail, he decided to tow her to her mooring 
some five miles away. | 

The journey began at about half-past three, 

which time the presence of the Saoirse in 
Killiney Bay had been announced in Kings- 
town, and every available yacht went out to 
meet her. 
160 CRAFT IN THE BAY. 

There must have been néarly one hundred ' 
and fifty craft of various kinds in the Bay. 
The weather was glorious, and the trim little 
vachts made a brave show, with their flags 
fluttering signals of welcome in the freshen- 
ing breeze. As the Saoirse made her way 
slowly along the coast a Free State aero- 
plane, piloted by Major Molony, Officer: 
Commanding the Baldonne! Air Force, circled 
above her, flying sometimes so low that it 
scemed almost to skim the top of the Saoirse’s

For a few moments 
the din was terrific. ‘Lhe mail boats and al! 
the other steamers in the harbour blew their 
sirens time and again; the sharp crash of 
maroons .offended delicate ear drums, and 
above all could be heard the hoarse cheers 
of the thoúsands of people Who swarmed 
along ‘the piers and thronged the wharves. 

The Saoirse was: made fast to her buoy in 
a few moments.

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MH. DAS’S SUCCESSOR, 

In a leading artiele TÁ Ywnes says 
The death of Mr. C. R. Das at a moment 
when he seemed to be contemplating a policy 
of co-operation with the Government of India 
may prove an event of great importance in 
the internal history both of Benga] and of 
the Indian Empire. The dead leader has left 
many disciples, but none is clearly indicated 
as his successor. A keen struggle for the 
vacant leadership is inevitable. It may result 
in profound divisions among the Swarajists 
of Bengal. 

Mr. Gandhi is obviously attempting to 
compose party differences, and has, moreover, 
publicly appealed for the definite adoption by 
all parties and communities of a policy of 
reconciliation in memory of the dead leader. 
A similar appeal has been launched by the 
veteran of many political struggles, Sir 
Surendranath Banerjee, who may, perhaps, be 
the mote successful. As Mr. Bepin Chandra 
Pal, whose alarming candour still makes 
him something of an enfant terrible in 
Indian politics, has seized the occasion to 
point out Mr. Gandhi's influence has never 
been as great in Bengal as in other pro- 
vinces. National feeling in the narrower 
sénse is more highly developed in Bengal 
than elsewhere in India, Whatever his caste 
or creed, the non-Bengali is always regarded 
there as something of a “ foreigner.”’ 

Under the present system of Parliamentary 
Lepresentation in India special constituencies 
have been created for the mizorities, of whom 
the Moslems are the most important. | 
principle of minority representation might 
easily be pushed to dangerous, if logical, « 
clusions by its supporters, and the more 
thoughtful representatives of Indian Islam 
will be well advised to restrain their less ex- 
perienced brethren from making extravagant 
demands. Whether the strengthening of 
Moslem communal feeling and its reaction on 
the Hindu community will ultimately affect 
Bengal cannot yet be foretold. Even if it 
fails to do so it. will none the Jess affect ihe 
rest of Hindustan, and may quite conceivably 
give an entirely. new orientation to Indian 
internal politics.

1 was first received by Abdel Krim on 
June 9, and in one of a series of headquar- 
ter buiidiogs in the Agadir region, Trom 
where he is directing the war on three 
ironts, [he headquarters were an isolated 
building hetween -Bades and  Izamouren, 
built in the form of a corral, about á0it, 
square and 15ft. high. 

The building contained two storeys, and 
was constructed of small stones, with poles 
for girders. Branches covered with clay and 
mud composed the roof. On both sides of 
the building dug-outs were located, where 
Abdel Krim and his retinue refuged, from 
aeroplane bombardment 

Abdel Krim’s room was not more than ten. 
feet wide, and ran the entire length of one 
side of the building. There were three small 
‘cubby ” holes for windows. Om the wall 
hung five Spanish tiffes, an officer's :revol- 
ver holster, and a Spanish field telephone, 
with connections to all frents, 

On this telephone Abdel Krin spends about 
18 hours daily, issuing orders. In obtaining 
entrance to’ Abdei’ Krim’s’ G.H.Q., I was 
astonished at its simplicity 

Outside were only two guards, inside none.

He gave 
an order over the telephone, then squatted 
down beside me I noticed he limped a 
little, and learned later that his lameness 
was in consequence of a jump when trying 
to escape from the Spanish fort at Melilla, 
where he was held a prisoner in 1919. 

Abdel Krim asked me in Spanish what 
brought me to the Riff. TI was unable to 
understand his queries in Spanish, and after 
this the conversation took place in Freneh, 
through an interpreter, but frequently Abdel 
Krim replied to my questions without wait 
ing for the interpreter, and sometimes co: 
rected the interpreter, showing he knows the -

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atrocities, and informed him that the bodies 


_ of French soldiers had been found mutilated. 


“Newer has a single one of my soldiers 
mutilated a body,” he retorted emphatically. 
“If bodies have been matilated it is certainly 
by tribes who have heen venting their rage 
because of aeroplane bombardments; but the 
Ritfian soldier is absolutely innocent of this 
barbarity.’’ 

Abdel Krim disavowed any hope or belief | 
in a confederation of Arab States. 

‘The Riffian movement is not religidus, not 
racial: but patriotic,” he insisted. 

T asked him what form of Government the 
Riff intended to “w3 “ if the Powers concede 
inde of the Riff. 


‘It will rest like it is’’—which, after some 
questioning, meant the absolute monarchy 
advised by the “best minds’’ in the country, 
He wants compulsory schools in the Riff. 

CONCESSIONS. 

Economically, Abdel Krim said that the 
Riff would be willing to concede the present 
righta in mining, railway and other conces- 
sions, or private property holders outside the 
present Riff boundaries. That means that 
Spanish interest would keep the rich iron 
mines at Melilla, and the railways, but the 
Riff Government ignores any claims for con- 
cessions in the territory held by Abdel Krim. 

He denied that there was any German in- 
fluences in the Riff. asking me if I could see 
any, or if I was able to find a single man 
on his staff who even spoke the German 
language. ! 
There would be no advantage for Riffians 
to lose their lives fighting for freedom merely 
to sacrifice it to another Power.
